House Committee Holds Long 
Session While Woman Law- 
yer Tells of Labor Slav- 

ery in the South. 


WILLIAMS FALLS IN TRAP 


Mississippian Admits Case Under 


Review Is Revolting, Then 
Is Told It Relates to Place 
He Defended.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.— [Special. 
There will be congressional investigation of 
peonage in the southern states. That much 
was decided as a result of the hearing given 
by the rules committee of the house today to 
Mrs. Mary Grace Quackenbos, special as- 
sistant to the attorney general, who worked 
up the evidence in peonage cases in a number 
of southern states. 

Assistant Attorney General Russell was 
heard for half an hour regarding actual 
prosecutions in Mississippi, and then Mrs. 
Quackenbos was put on the stand, and talked 
to the committee for two hours and a half, 
giving an extraordinary résumé of her work 
among poor immigrants in the south during 
the last few years, and winding up with a 
detailed story of her experiences in rooting 
out the crooked labor agents and padrones of 
New York City. 

The committee was intensely interested in 
the exposition, and after adjournment the 
members generally agreed that there should 
be an investigation so that the actual facts 
might he made public. 


Even Democrats Convinced. 

The extraordinary thing about the confer- 
ence was that two democratic members of 
the committee seemed to be entirely won over 
to the idea that the best thing for the south 
would be to assist the department of justice 
in stamping out involuntary servitude for 
debt as the first step toward inducing a 
stream of foreign laborers to settle in that 
eountry. 

There have been few hearings of more dra- 
matic interest than that which took up the 
time of Speaker Cannon and his associates 
of the committee on rules for three hours 
today. 

At the conclusion of the statement by the 
witness there was no doubt of the fact that 
there had been instances of horrible treat- 
ment by unjust employers in the south. It 
is more than likely that the publicity given 
to these exposures has resulted in a great 
betterment of conditions in that section, and 
many of the foremost men of the south are 
uctively engaged in suppressing peonage in 
@ its forms, so that the Italian and Austro- 

hearian governments may be induced 
to remove the ban which now covers prac- 
tically all the south and which has stopped 
the stream of foreign settlement in that sec- 


tion. 
Leader of Attack Interested. 

John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, demo- 
cratic leader of the house, was in charge of 
the movement to attack the department of 
justice for its conduct of the peonage cases, 
but he was as much interested as any one 
else in the extraordinary story told by the 
Woman lawyer and settlement worker re- 
garding her personal investigations on cotton 
plantations, in mines, in railroad works, and 
in turpentine camps. 

To fortify her position, Mrs. Quackenbos 
produced photographs she had taken show- 
ing the condition of various peons. She cited 
the laws of the different states, showing 
there was practical imprisonment for debt 
almost everywhere in the south, and pro- 
duced affidavits, letters, telegrams, and a 
suit case full of reports and official docu- 
ments, all going to show the existence of that 
form of white slavery in the south which 1s 
generally grouped under the one name of 
peonage. 

The principal resolution before the commit- 
tee was one offered by Representative Hum- 
phreys of Greenville, Miss., asking and or- 
dering the immigration commission to begin 
an investigation of alleged peonage condi- 
tions in Mississippi and Arkansas. 


Crittenden’s Invitation“ Cited. 

The reason for this resolution Hes in the 
fact that the great Sunnyside plantation on 
the Arkansas side of the river is owned by 
Crittenden & Co., whose office is in Green- 
Ville, Miss. 

The cases against this firm were among 
those presented to the grand jury recently 
by Attorney General Russell, which re- 
sulted in no bills being found and a com- 
plete collapse of the prosecution. The state- 
ment was made to the committee that C 
tenden & Co. invited any honest investiza- 
tlon of their plantation, and the witness was 
asked about this fact. 

In response to the query Mrs. Quackenbos, 
to the delight of the republican members, 
Produced a letter from one of the members 
of the firm of Crittenden & Co. ordering her 
off the plantation and expressing surprise 
that she lingered there after she had been 
given a previous hint to depart. 

This letter was written to her on the 
Plantation of Sunnyside, and was delivered 
to her while she was openly working as a 
@pecial assistant to the attorney general. 


High Handed Justice“ Exposed. 


Special attention was also given by the 
committee to the case of Charles Pettek, a 
Special employe of the department of justice, 
who went down to investigate the Sunnyside 
plantation last July. 

He was arrested without warrant and was 
held under duress by various employés of 
the plantation. Finally he was put through 
the form of a trial before a neig’boring 
Planter who came over to Sunnyside for that 
Purpose. 

This neighber was a justice of the peace 

convicted the agent of the department of 
Justice of trespass and fined him $100, with 
an alternative sentence of three months in 
the chain gang. 

The agent appealed to Mrs. Quackenbos, 
Who was then stationed at New Orleans. 

Out of her private funds she telegraphed 
the money back to Pettek to save him from 
the ball and chain. He paid his fine in Green- 
Ville, Miss., to the Greenville justice of the 
Peace, although the offense was committed in 
Arkansas. 

The interesting feature of the hearing on 
this subject was that Mrs. Quackenbos had 
just received a treasury warrant to pay the 
money she advanced last July, and this piece 
ot documentary evidence was exhibited to 
the committee. 

Representative Williams called attention

TRACTION DELAY 
ANGERS CITIZENS. 


Demand Made That Through 
Cars Be Run at Once on 
Streets Where Change 
Is Possible. 


ASK TRANSFERS IN LOOP. 


Expert Hereley Will Try to Com- 
pel Companies to Remove 
the Dead Tracks and 
Cable Slots. 


While the board of supervising engineers 
supposedly ts wrestling with its problems 
of conciliating differences in the equipment 
and construction of the street railways, com- 
plaints of several varieties have been pouring 
in upon Millard B. Hereley, city traction ex- 
pert, in such a stream that he announced 
yesterday a determination to begin at once 
a campaign of his own for the betterment 
of present conditions. 

His plan is twofold in its objects. One 
effort, at first seeming the more important, 
will de almed at devising a system whereby 
some through routes may be opened imme- 
diately even if the arrangement is only tem- 
porary. 

The other aim will be that of removing 
within thirty days th® dead tracks and the 
old cable slots which now disfigure the 
streets. This object, the traction expert de- 
clared, is fully as momentous as the first. 
Complaints along this line have been pour- 
ing in every day and Mr. Hereley declared 
a continuance of the nuisance is unneces- 
sary as well as illegal. 


Loop Transfers Demanded. 


It is pointed out that transfers should be 
given from north and west side lines to south 
side lines in the loop district until the through 
cars provided for in the ordinance are put 
on. Under the ordinances a passenger is en- 
titled to ride from Clark street and Devon 
avenue to Seventy-ninth and State streets 
for a single fare, but the companies refuse 
to give transfers because the ride must be 
made in a through car. It is not the fault of 
the passengers that through cars are not in 
operation, and they insist that transfers 
should be given in the loop district at once 
because of the lack of through cars. 

“While last week's decision of the board 
of supervising engineers was a great disap- 
pointment to the people,” said Mr. Hereley, 
“it is not a cause for criticism, as the deci- 
sion was caused by existing physical condl- 
tions. 

“ I keenly regret the prospect of having two 
styles of cars in use and I believe the cars 
should be in agreement with a unified sys- 
tem, but I presume the board in allowing the 
Railways company to use a lower and nar- 
rower car than the City railway uses had 
good reasons for its actions.“ 


Through Lines Wanted Quickly. 

The possibility that several through routes 
might be devised without the delay of a year 
—the time estimated by the supervising 
board, as necessary for the completion of all 
arrangements—was brought to the attention 
of the city official through the protests of 
a body of west siders. led by Thomas M. 
Smyth, secretary of John M. Smyth Co. 

No clearer demonstration is needed of 
the transportation difficulties under which 
the west side is laboring than a glimpse of 
the crowds that pour out from the theaters 
in the vicinity of Madison and Halsted streets 
every evening.“ said Mr. Smyth. There are 
probably 8,000 persons trying to get home 
and practically they are limited to the two 
car lines in those streets. 

Delay Is Preposterous. 

“A delay of a year in giving us through 
routes seems preposterous. Right now the 
Chicago Railways company could send a car 
from Lincoln park into the central loop to 
Madison street and from there west as far 
as Oak Park. We would like to see any 
scientific or mathematical proof that this is 
not 80. 

“Through routes could be run in Paulina 
street, Western avenue, and other north 
and south lines at once. There are enough 
cars that will pass under every viaduct and 
take every curve on the west side without 
‘waiting for the building of new ones or alter- 
ing the track.“ 

Dead Tracks a Nuisance. 

Mr. Hereley agreed that the protestants’ 
attitude appeared logical, and promised his 
serious consideration, to be followed by ac- 
tion. 

„ belleve the greatest need right now,” 
he added, is for cleaning up the streets of 
the bid iron that is lying about, not onlyasa 
disfigurement but as a means of injury to 
men, horses, and property. Nota day passes 
but what I receive three or four complaints 
of this sort. Dead tracks mar the pavement 
even in Michigan avenue. and there is hardly 
a street in the loop which does not contain 
old cable slots. Horses have caught their 
shoes repeatedly and torn the shoes from 
their hoofs or have fallen. Carriages and 
even wagon wheels slide into the slots and are 
cracked or broken. 

“ Their removal can be accomplished with- 
out delay. probably within three weeks, if 
the companies would order the work, and 
I am for any movement that will bring about 
the improvement. . 

‘‘ The ordinance for each company provides 
that the work shall be done at the earliest 
moment practicable, and I can see no cause 
for believing that moment has not arrived. In 
reality it has passed, and the companies 
have defaulted on their agreements. 

I would be willing to become a member of 
a citizens’ committee to present the matter 
to the council for vigorous action if there is 
no other way by which we may accomplish 
the end.”

THAW AND WIFE T0 PART? 


ee Mother Acts When De- 
tectives Make Report. 


CASH ONLY’ OBSTACLE LEFT. 


Sum in Six Figures Said to Be Under 
Consideration. 


New York, Feb. 18.—[Special.]—Harry K. 
Thaw and his beautiful young wife, Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw, have reached the parting of 
the ways. Several proceedings by which 
their legal separation can be accomplished 
are being considered by Mrs. William Thaw 
and her lawyers on one side and young Mrs. 
Thaw and her legal advisers on the other. 

The determination of the members of the 
Thaw family to bring about the separation 
was reached months ago, based on reports of 
detectives who watched Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw's every movement day and night. 

Numerous conferences already have been 
held and the negotiations have reached a 
point where the only obstacle that remains 
is the amount of money which the Thaw fam- 
ily shall settle on the former chorus girl and 
artists’ model. 

Stories to the effect that Thaw is about to 
divorce the woman for love of whom he killed 
Stanford White gained fresh impetus today 
following the announcement that the young 
woman had been the unchaperoned guest of 
E. R. Thomas, the racing man and banker, 
at the Café Boulevard on Monday night. 

This incident, it is said, had furnished 
Harry Thaw and his devoted mother the ex- 
cuse they had been waiting for to rid the 
family of the younger Mrs. Thaw. 


Separation Long Agreed On. 

As a matter of fact, it had been arranged 
that young Thaw and his wife should gep- 
arate some time ago. Plang are said to 
have been discussed before the beginning of 
Thawes second trial for shooting Stanford 
White. 

At that time action for divorce, to be 
brought by the young Pittsburger, was 
thought to be the best way out of a disagree- 
able domestic tangle. This was agreed upon 
tentatively, the amount of money to be set- 
tled upon the young wife heing allowed to go 
undetermined until the conclusion of the 
second trial. 

In the meantime she consented to go on 
and act her part in the drama which occupied 
the attention of New York and the rest of the 
country for nearly two years. She was to 
visit her husband in the Tombs every day, 
and the members of the Thaw family, in re- 
turn, were to maintain, at least an outward 
show of friendliness toward her and see 
that she lacked for nothing. 

It is said now the elder Mrs. Thaw was 
loath to consent to this arrangement until 
the lawyers convinced her that Evelyn 
Thaw’s story of Stanford White's mistreat- 
ment was the best asset of her son's de- 
fense. 


Verdict Gives New Loophole. 

The plan to separate the principais in tne 
famous tragedy was once more under con- 
sideration, but the verdict of the jury that 
Thaw was not guilty on account of insanity 
showed Mrs. Thaw and her lawyers another 
loophole by which the prisoner's wife might 
be cast adrift. 

This upset to the tentative agreement to 
allow him to get a divorce was not at all 
pleasing to the former chorus girl. 

While she is said to be willing that they 
shall be separated on the ground of incom- 
patibility. which would give her a chance to 
name her own terms, it Is understood she 
will protest if the family attempts to take 

~advantage of the jury’s verdict to have the 


wd 


marriage annulled on the ground of insan- 
Ly, By this arrangement she would be Som- 


pelled to take whatever the family saw fit to 
give her. 

This question of sottioment is one on which 
both sides are deadieeked....The-young wife 
has Daniel O'! Reilly for her personal counsel, 
while A. Russell Peabody, Thaw's personal 
counsel, is conducting negotiations from the 
Thaw side. Just what Evelyn Nesbit de- 
mands from the Thaw treasury, and what 
tl ey are willing to give her are not definitely 
known, but persons in authority to speak say 
a sum of six figures is under consideration. 


Cafe Incident Is Denied. 

Denials were issued today by all the par- 
ties concerned in the Café Boulevard incl- 
dent. Evelym Nesbit Thaw declared she bad 
not been near the restaurant in question, 
and was quoted as saying she did not know 
E. R. Thomas. Identification was made by 
several newspaper men who are intimately 
acquainted with the appearance both of Mrs. 
Thaw and Mr. Thomas, each of whom has 
been much in the limelight. 

Investigation disclosed this was the second 
time in two days that young Mrs. Thaw and 
Thomas had dined together in the Café Bou- 
levard. It is said they were together there 
last Saturday night. 

Mrs. E. R. Thomas said the report her 
husband had dined with Mrs. Thaw Monday 
night was absolutely untrue. 

In direct contradiction of Mrs. Thomas’ 
statement ig the assertion of several of her 
friends that she was at the opera alone that 
evening. 

Mr. O'Reilly and Mr. Peabody would not 
discuss the separation proceedings beyond 
characterizing them as absurd. An attempt 
to get a positive denial was unsucceseful. 

Mrs. Thaw has not visited her husband in 
Matteawan for nearly a week, and has told 
her friends she never would go there again. 

For some time it has been known that the 
elder Mrs. Thaw had detectives trailing her 
daughter-in-law everywhere she went. This 
syetem of espionage began about a year ago 
and, according to the story from Pittsburg, 
was instituted after the elder woman hap- 
pened into her daughter-in-law’s room one 
day and saw her reclining om a couch blow- 
ing cigaret smoke toward the ceiling.

‘LAW NABS Tuo DRUG CLERKS

Employes of Truax, Greene & Co. 
Accused of Selling Cocaine. 


TAKEN UNDER NEW STATUTE 


Head of Firm Says Order Was Violated 
if Charges Are True. 


The state board of pharmacy, working in 
conjunction with the [linois state board of 
health, has declared war on Chicago cocaine 
dealers. The first open attack was made yes- 
terday on one of the largest wholesale and 
retail drug concerns in the downtown dis- 
trict, Truax, Greene & Co., 42 Wabash ave- 
nue, with the arrest of two clerks. They are 
charged with selling cocaine without a phy- 
sician’s prescription. 

The men arrested are G. P. Francy and C. 
I. Long. The warrants were obtained by 
John A. Mahaffy, whe has a drug store at 
8924 Cottage Grove avenue. Mr. Mahaffy is 
a local agent for the state board of pharma- 
cy. The clerks were taken to Harrison street 
police statiom and were released later on 
bonds signed by their employers. They will 


have a hearing at 11a. m. today before Judge 
Crowe. 


Other Arrests May Follow. 

The arrests were the first of a number that 
probably will follow. The board of phar- 
macy has had detectives out for some tims 
looking up evidence against the “coke ” 
dealers. 


We have three charges against Francy 


representing the state board of pharmacy. 
Mr. Mahaffy purchased cocaine there on 
Feb. 12 without a doctor's order, as did Mrs. 
Lillian Estes, one of Mr. Mahaffy’s agents, 
on Feb. 18, and John McGarthy on Feb. 15. 
“The association is encouraged to act 
through the new cocaine bill, which was 
signed by Gov. Deneen on Jan. 17. It pro- 
vides for the prosecution of the cocaine deai- 
ers much more stringently than the old laws. 


Orders Disobeyed, Says Truax. 

Charles Truax of Truax, Greene & Co. ex- 
pressed himself as greatly surprised that 
such a charge should be brought against his 
clerks. 

More than a year ago we issued strict 
orders that no clerk should sel) cocaine or 
any narcotic drug unless the purchaser has 
an order from a physician,” said Mr. Truax. 
Mr. Francy has been employed in the store 
but a few days, but he is a thorough phar-. 
macist, and should have known better than 
to violate any law, if he did. 

“Tt most assuredly was against the rules 
of the house, and against the disposition of 
the firm, if anything was sold in violation 
of the law. Ags old a firm as ours certainly 
would not knowingly permit such a thing. 
The matter of so meager a financial re- 
muneration ag a few cocaine sales would 
represent is not worthy of consideration.”

Grifts, and after tw@hours we reached Ohio 
street. Snowdrifts of several feet in height 
Were encountered, although snow plows had 
been kept on the tracks all day. 

“At Ohio street we were stalled ‘ for good,’ 
and the passengers were,compelled to climb 
out and walk through the snow filled yards 
to the Wells street station.

The conditions grew 
more threatening after darkness set in. 
At the south end of the city the storm was 
just as severe. Heavy snow spread over the 
southern suburbs and high drifts were raised 
over sidewalks and across street car tracka, 
crippling the service and endangering the 
lives of many who were forced to walk in the 
street. 
The Chicago Southern traction line from 
Sixty-third street to Blue Island and Harvey 
was completely tied up after9p.m. There 
was a car stalled at Eighty-first and Hal- 
sted streets, and other cars are supposed to 
have been stalled further south. 


Hotels All Crowded. 


Hotels in the loop district were crowded 
during the night, every available room being 
taken by business men who were unable to 
reach their suburban homes on account of the 
storm. At the Auditorium and Annex hotels 
fifty persone living in suburbs as far south as 
South Chicago on the south, Winnetka on 
the north, and Oak Park on the west, were 
registered. The Stratford, Great Northern, 
Grand Pacific, Palmer house, Wellington, 
Victoria, and Sherman house had their quota 
of snow bound guests. 
Manager Tyrrell of the Stratford had ropes 
stretched around the Michigan boulevard 
corner of the house, and porters stationed in 
front of the Jackson boulevard side to con- 
duct women through the hotel from one 
street to the other—thus saving them the 
difficult corner. 
Several women in Michigan avenue, while 
trying to reach the Van Buren street station 
of the INinois Central, fell and were injured. 
Policemen carried them back into the en- 
trances of Orchestra hall and the Auditorium, 
and when cabs could be secured they were 
sent to their homes. In front of the Pullman 
building at 8 o'clock six umbrellas were torn 
from the hands of their owners at the same 
time. One woman wae found lying on the 
sidewalk near Adams street and Michigan 
avenue. When taken into the Pullman build- 
ing she told of having lost her umbrella, a 
purse containing $15, and railroad tickets, 
besides a number of bundles. 

Many calls were made for horse ambu- 
lances along Mie gan avenue during the 
night for animals blown to the pavement and 
crippled. 

The skylight of the Grand Pacific hotel was 
damaged by the wind, allowing snow and 
rain to run into the hotel, damaging office 
fixtures in the lobby. 


Scenes Near Masonic Temple. 
Odd incidents in the downtown district hap- 
pened all during the afternoon, especially 
near the Masonic temple, State and Randolph 
streets, known as the windiest place in Chi- 
cago. 
At the alley running east, just north of the 
temple, men, women, and children were 
caught by flerce gusts. of wind and blown 
aside on the slippery asphalt, generally losing 
hats and bundles as they fell. Hundreds of 
persons were caught in this manner until 
policemen were stationed at the alley cross- 
ing and warned persons to take the opposite 
side of the street. 
Snow driven by the wind nearly blinded 
pedestrians. Considerable complaint was 
made to the police against automobile 
drivers. Numerous persons had narrow es- 
capes from machines when crossing streets. 
The snow blocked the vision and the high 
wind prevented the horns from being heard. 
Some of the cars were driven at a high speed 
late in the afternoon through the business 
district, crowded with shop girls and shop- 
pers. 
Several shop girle were standing at La 
Salle and Madison streets at 7 o'clock, pa- 
tiently waiting for Wentworth avenue and 
Halsted street cars. 
Vells, hats, furs, and coats were covered 
with snow. They were blown against scores 
of pedestrians who passed. 
Welk girls,“ cried one, what can we do” 
There are no cars, and I can’t telephone home 
because the wires are down.“ 
After a wait of half an hour they learned 
that because of the heavy fall of snow they 
had mistaken La Salle for Clark street. 


Police Off Duty Early. 

Verbal orders were issued by commanding 
officers at several police stations at night 
allowing patrolmen to go to their homes an 
hour or two hours earlier than usual on 
account of the storm. 

The task of removing the snow from the 
streets in the loop district will be seriously 
undertaken today. Superintendent of Streets 
Michael Doherty, who returned from his out- 
ing in sunny California on Monday, is ex- 
pected to take active charge of the work. Two 
hundred men with seventy-five teams and 
thirty carts were set to work late last evea- 
ing to prevent blockades at the intersection 
points of the street car lines and also to keep 
the main traffic streets open. The force 
worked throughout the night and every man 
who applied at the First ward yard was given 
a shovel and assigned to a gang. 

“The indications are,” said Doherty, 
“that the snowfall will be the heaviest of 
the year. We shall be able to use all the men 
and teams obtainable.’’ He estimated the 
cost of the snow removal at $6,000. 


Wires Not Seriously Affected. 


The superintendents of the Postal and 
Western Union telegraph lines announced 
that the storm had interfered with their busi- 
ness but little. 

“While the service has been slow and 
heavy. one of them said, “I have received 
no report of wires being down, and I expect 
the storm to cause us but little damage. 
The service of the telephone company was 
little impaired by the storm. The snow was 
not of a character to cling to wires.

EACH TO GET $1.50 A DAY. 


Payment Will Be Made from the Relief 
Fund by Supt. Cleland. 


One hundred and fifty-seven men from 
The Tribune emergency lodging house went 
to work at midnight, following the most 
severe snow storm of the winter, to assist in 
cleaning the streets in the loop district. 

It would have been asking too much of 
these hard working willing men to work with- 
out compensation, as they had been during 
the day, for the city. So THe TRIBUNE ar- 
ranged to pay them $1.50 each for ten hours’ 
work. This money will be paid out of THE 
TRIBUNE relief fund, as it is believed it can 
be expended for no better purpose. It will 
enable the men to buy shoes and other neces- 
sary clothing, and to get a slight start to- 
ward making themselves independent again. 

The streets at that hour were covered 
It was impossible for the 
city and the citizens’ street cleaning bu- 
reau to clean off all this snow, so the lodgers 
stepped into the breach. 


Cleland Proud of the Men. 


Early in the evening it was decided that 
the time had arrived to put men to work 
and to pay them. After eating a good hot 
supper the men marched to 39 Custom House 
court. where the workers of the street clean- 


ing bureau have their quarters. Supt. Cle- 
land went with them. 
em proud of these men.“ he said. 


„Where could you find another 157 men in 
Chicago who would start out in a storm like 
this? More than half of them have worked 
hard today. These are the kind of men 
Chicago people are helping with their con- 
tributions. Do you think they’d belleve the 
money well spent if they saw a sight like 
this?“ 
But won't this money be needed to pay 
the expenses of the lodging house?” he was 
asked. 

We are not worrying about the future. 
he said. ‘Chicago has shown that it can 
look after its homeless men.“ 
Supt. Cleland prepared huge quantities of 
sandwiches and coffee, which were to be 
sent in wagons to the workers at 5:30 o'clock. 
He also planned to relieve them with a new 
shift of fresh men at 6 o'clock. These work- 
ers were to continue fighting the snow until 
10 o'clock, when it was planned a third shift 
would take up the burden. 


Cheer as They Start to Work. 


The men gave a cheer when they started off 
with their shovels. They were split up in 
gangs, each in charge of one of Mr. Fox's 
subordinate bosses.

FORCE OF STORM IS FELT 
THROUGHOUT MIDDLE WEST. 


Train Service and All Other . Traffic 
| Seriously Impeded by Heavy Snows 
and Winds. 25 


The blizzard which visited Chicago yester- 
day was felt throughout the entire middle 
west, the storm delaying trains, interfering 
with telegraph service, and, in some places, 
cutting off all traffic. 
The storm centers seemed to be in Nebraska 
and central Lllinois, where the downfall 
reached a depth of fourteen inches on the 
level and was piled in deep drifts by the high 
winds which accompanied the snow. 
All train traffic in Nebraska was seriously 
affected. The Chicago-Denver express, west 
bound, on the Rock Island road, was stalled 
in a drift near Prairie Home, ten miles from 
Lincoln, The east bound Rock Island passen- 
ger was tied up in the Lincoln yards. 
The central Illinois towns were placed 
in the grip of the blizzard, and the net- 
work of interurban lines which traverse 
this section were practically put out of busi- 
ness during the afternoon. The drifts were 
extremely deep on all of the country roads 
and the rural mail service may be forced 
to suspend for a few days, as the drivers 
will find it practically impossible to get over 
their routes. 
Last night the blizzard was reported to be

CHESTER GILLETTE MUST DIE 
FOR MURDER OF ‘BILLY’ BROWN 


Slayer of Sweetheart Doomed by Court 
of Appeals, Which Will Set Death 
Date Soon. 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 18.—The Court of Ap- 
peals today decided that Chester Gillette cf 
Cortland must die in the electric chair for 
the murder of his sweetheart, Grace 
LI“ Billy ’’’) Brown of South Otsello at Big 
Moose lake July 11, 1906. The court affirms 
the conviction of first degree murder and 
the sentence of death rendered by the Su- 
preme court in Herkimer county. 
Gillette is in the death cell at Auburn. The 
court will soon fix a date for his execution. 
The court reviews the case, and holds that 
while the conviction was upon circumstantial 
evidence, the prosecution produced evidence 
establishing that the death of Miss Brown 
was due to a crime and not an accident.

His arrival 
took Chicago a bit unawares, but the con- 
vention city is not easily embarrassed, and 
it proceeded to see if it could not do some- 
thing to arouse the royal visitor's interest. 


Greeting Fails to Move Him. 


First a whirling snowstorm, wrapped in 
clouds of smoke from factory chimneys, 
greeted the prince, wound his coattalls about 
his legs, and chilled him to the bone. This 
failing to disturb his equanimity, destiny, in 
the form of a bellboy at the Grand Pacific 
hotel, led him to an elevator run by a young 
man who was a shade duskier than the prince 
himeelf. 

Salaam, babo,“ remarked the elevator 
man with a smile. 

Khaja Ismail, the prince’s private secre- 
tary, started, but the prince merely turned 
his eyes reproachfully upon the attendant. 
Salaam, hooko,” he murmured, quite as 
if he had fully expected to be greeted in Hin- 
doostanee in the heart of Chicago. That the 
elevator man was a Cuban who had lived in 
Calcutta and Bombay was only a matter of 
polite interest. 

But Chicago did not give up in her efforts 
to interest the prince. There was breakfast 
to de had, and where a party of nine men 
contains representatives of three Indian 
castes and therefore must have as many sep- 
arate dining rooms, there are infinite possi- 
bilities of trouble.

Canal Dover, O., Feb. 18.—[ Special. ]—As- 
sistant Matron Clara Sterling of the Chil- 
dren's home tonight confessed to having 
driven a tack through the end of a child's 
tongue as punishment. The boy, Sampson 
Fowler, 7 years old, had stolen a pencil and 
refused to confess his guilt. 

The case was reported to Humane Officer 
Jackson by R. W. Chapman, an employé at 
the home, and the former caused the arrest 
of the woman on a charge of cruelty.

The matter 
has been brought to the attention of the 
board of directors of the institution and the 
girl probably will be dismissed. 


Boy Tacked to Chair Back. 
In her confession, Miss Sterling, who is only 
24 years old, declared the child had stolen a 
pencil and refused to admit he was guilty 
or show any remorse for the act. The woman, 
angered by his stubbornness, forced the boy 
to place his tongue on the back of a chair 
and then, with the aid of a hammer, she drove 
the tack completely through his tongue and 
into the wood on the chair. 
This brutality, she admitted, was com- 
mitted on Saturday, and was kept secret until 
today, when it was noticed by other attend- 
ants at the house that the boy could not eat 
because of the condition of his tongue. 
With the disclosure of this mistreatment of 
the patients at the institution the board of

Various Unions to Resist Threat- 
ened Reduction of Scales. 


RADICALS TALK OF STRIKES. 
Trouble Acute on Great Western and 
Still More So in Buffala 


A situation which radical men Bay may re- 
sult in a strike of railroad employés on rall- 
roads in various parts of the country has 
developed as a result of a general move- 
ment on the part of the railroads to reduce 
the wages of all classes of operatives. 

In every part of the country officials of 
unions comprising railroad employés hava 
been notified by the rallroads that a gen- 
eral reduction of wages and revision of work- 
ing agreements must be made by March 
1. The unions are determined that no re- 
ductions shall made, and the union offi- 
clals are preparing to resist every attempt to 
reduce the present scale. 

The situation appears to have reached an 
acute stage along the south Atlantic sea- 
board, where the engineers, firemen, switch- 
men, and conductors have voted to fight be- 
fore they will accept areduction. The South- 
ern railroad has asked for a conference of 
representatives of all railroad unions to be 
held in Washington, D. C., on Feb. 21 for the 
purpose of reaching an understanding. 


Threatening on Great Western. 
In the west the situation is most threaten- 
ing on the Chicago Great Western railroad, 
now in the hands of receivers appointed by 


the federal courts. President A. B. Stickney 
and Charles H. F. Smith, receivers of the 


road, yesterday served notice om W. J. Trost, 
Chicago business agent of the switchmen’s 
union, that the road demands a reduction in 


wages and asked for a joint conference to 


be held in St. Paul, Minn., on March 9. The 


engineers, firemen, switchmen, and conduc- 
tors on the road have agreed to resis® the 
demand for a reduction and say that unless 
the road recedes from its position they will 
strike. 


It is more than likely that the officials of 


the unions comprising the employés on the 


Great Western railroad will demand that the 
wage dispute be submitted to the courts, as 
provided by the Erdman act in the case of 


railroads in the hands of receivers. 


‘The road also proposes to make a radical 
revision in the present working conditions of 
its union employés. Switchmen now are 
working under an agreement which provides’ 
for a minimum working day of ten hours. 
The road proposes to change the minimum to 
five hours a day. 


Situation Acute at Buffalo. 

A demand for a reduction: of 10 per cent 
made by the Buffalo and Susquehanna rail- 
road was rejected by the switchmen of Buf- 
falo.

Picard Reaches Michigan City, 
but Banta Is Still on Road. 


THOMAS CAR IS AT TOLEDO. 


De Dion and Zust Machines Are Close 
Behind American. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Michigan City, Ind., Feb. 18.—[{Spectal.}— 
Paul Picard, in the pilot car sent out by the 
Chicago Motor club to meet the New York 
to Paris racers, reached Michigan City this 
afternoon after two days and a night spent 
in fighting the terrible roadways of northern 
Indiana. The last seven miles was made 
through drifts in the face of a blizzard 
which almost shut from view the trees and 
fences along the roadside. 

Mr. Picard returned to Chicago, convinced 
cat further travel was impossible until the 
storm passes. 

Jack Banta, driving the Chicago Auto- 
mobile club pilot car, is still fighting on. He 
ie less than five miles from where he was 
last night. He still is west of Chesterton 
and probably will not reach Michigan City 
until tomorrow. He le in the heart of the 
worst blizzard that has come to these parts 
in years, and the snow is drifting across the 
roads fence high. 


Farmers’ Teams in Demand. 


The trip from Chicago has been the hard- 
est that either Picard or Banta ever has ex, 
perienced. On the average of every half 
mile it was necessary to call upon a farmer 
for the aid of his team in extricating the 
machines from big drifts. Block and tackle 
are brought into use. 

The crews of both cars spent the best part 
of the day and night shoveling snow. In one 
place it was necessary for M. Picard to hire 
four horses to pull out of a drift. Most of 
the whiffietrees in this part of the state are 
either broken or cracked, and last night 
Mr. Picard, who had his daughter, Miss 
Paulette Picard, in the car with him, found 
it necessary to rouse a farmer at midnight 
and apply for a place for shelter. 

The half frozen party stretched out in 
robes on the parlor floor all night. 


Worst Still Before Them. 

Mr. Picard has not abandoned his trip, but 
will return for his car in a day or two. The 
big Matheson which he drove broke its chain 
twice and its radiating shaft once. These 
accidents caused delays of hours in the road 
while the mechanics tinkered. 

The Locomobile of the Banta party parted 
ite jackshaft and the driver sent to Chicago 
for a new car. The troubles which this 
gecond car met with caused Banta’s delays. 

The difficulty of automobile traveling lies 
in the way the snow packs under the body 
of the car, leaving the wheels to spin in 


empty air. Whenever the wheels touch 
ground space is devoured with alarming 
rapidity. 


The roads between Michigan City and 
South Bend are said to be worse then those 
already gone over. 


THOMAS CAR AT TOLEDO. 

Toledo, O., Feb. 18.—[{Special.]—The long- 
est and most exciting run since the contest- 
ants in the New York-Paris race left New 
York on Wednesday, Feb. 12, has been made 
today by the Thomas, De Dion, and Zust 
cars. When the Thomas arrived at 9:46 to- 
night in a heavy snow storm it had covered 
220 miles today. The French car stopped at 
Fremont. 

The Zust car, which was held up at Rip- 
ley, twenty-seven miles east of Erie, last 
night through trouble with its radiator, left 
there at 9:30 this morning, passed through 
Erie at 11:40, arriving at Cleveland at 7 p. m., 
Later it went on to Toledo.

rying of deadly weapons. 

The ordinances are drastic, and some of 
the aldermen were inclined to be @ little 
jocular ove} their provisions, but *as Ald, 
Foell, who presented them, said: 

I they save one life that is sufficient rea- 
son for their passage.” 

One of the ordinances obligates the city 
custodian every six months to take 
weapons that come into his possession and 
dump them into the lake at least five miles 
from shore. 

Another ordinance requires dealers in 
weapons to pay a license fee of $50 a year, 
and the third forbids anybody to carry a 
weapon unless he is a sheriff. constable, po- 
liceman, or coroner. 


One License Fee Voted Down. 
Even persons with collections of weapons— 
and some litter up their dens with firearms 
and swords or daggers, antique or modern— 
must take out a license under these new 
ordinances. The dollar fee that was required 
in such cases was abolished, however, by a 
narrow vote. Three aldermen voted for the 
license fee and three voted against it. Chair- 
man Dever decided by voting against the fee. 
“I don’t think that is necessary. he ob- 
served. 

“Well, I never owned a revolver,” said 
Ald. Foell. 

Neither did I.“ said Dever, but I 
shouldn't Uke the fact generally known, for 
it might be taken advantage of by burglars.”’ 
“I have a revolver, but it won't shoot, 
said Ald. Pringle. 

The new ordinance places the ban on these 


weapons: 
Pistols, Revolvers, Derringers, 
Bowie knives, Dirks, Siungshote. 


Metal knuckles, 

There is no provision against rifies, shot- 
guns, or cannon. 

The ordinances make it unlawful to pur- 
chase, or own, or borrow any of these weap- 
ons without a license, but even with a license 
they may not be carried. 


Information Must Be Given. 
A person who wants to huy à revoiver to 
keep in the house, or to hang up on the wall of 
his den, may do so if he is of good character 
and takes out a license. First, he must 
make out an application, giving the style, 
pattern, make, and number of the weapon, or 
weapons, he wishes to acquire. Then he 
must give: 
His name, residence, and age. 
Nature of his business. 
Purpose for which weapon is intended. 
If purchased or borrowed, the date, and the firm 
or person from whom purchased or borrowed. 
Agreement not to loan same. 
The police will have to go to every house 
in town to locate these weapons,” objected 
one alderman. 
Not any more than they now have to 
search every man who may have a gun.“ 
said Ald. Foell. He said the ordinances were 
modeled after the Great Britain pistols act. 
Penalty for violating any of the ordinances 
runs from $25 to $200.

CITY TO REGRADE SALARIES. 


President of Merit Board Says Present 
Method of Paying Employes Is 
Far from Equitable. 


As soon as a $7,000 appropriation made by 
the finance committee is available experts 
will be employed by the civil service com- 
mission to regrade salaries of all civil service 
employés. President Elton Lower of the 
commission said he considered this the most 
important work that could be undertaken in 


a year. 
“There are at present no grades worth 
anything,” said he. “‘ Two-thirds of the em- 
ployés are out of the grade where they should 
be, and the c ification system is worsa 
than useless. A clerk in the board of local 
improvements gets $1,500 a year for doing 
the same work that a clerk performs in the 
water bureau for $1,200. The board of loca! 
improvements pays a mason inspector $125 
a month and the street department pays $140 
for similar service. The pay of engineers 
of the public schools depends upon the num- 
ber of square feet in the schools and play- 
grounds where they are employed.” 
As a preliminary step the experts will ob- 
tain civil service classifications from New 
York, Boston, and other cities. They will 
ascertain also what the salaries are in com- 
mercial life for the same kind of work that 
is performed by city empioyés.

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon he addressed 
Concord voters in Phenix hall. The meet- 
ing place was thronged, and as the secretary 
appeared he was cheered as our next presi- 
dent. 1 5 

Mr. Taft's theme was The Republican 
Briefly he reviewed its principles 
end achievements from the time of Lincoln 
to present days. 

He spoke of the fight against slavery and 
the work of the party in behalf of the negro 
aft@ the close of the civil war. 


Philippine Policy Defended. 

Then he went into a discussion of the condi- 
tions in the Philippines. He told of the gov- 
@rnment’s task in educating and caring for 
the natives and defended the administration 
in its dealings with the islanders. , 

“I appeal to you whether the task of heip- 
ing a poor, unfortunate people that have been 
brought under our trusteeship and guardian- 
ship, even if it costs us six or eight million 
dollars a year, is not a task worthy of a 
great nation like ours,“ he said. 

“You all remember our democratic oppo- 
ments attacking the president, Theodore 
Roosevelt, when he was running for the pres- 
idency as a man whom it wasunsafe to trust 
with the power of government; that he would 
Walk about the stage and the world withta 
chip on his shoulder, and that as soon as the 
Shadow of Mc iniey’s administration had 
lifted and he Was given an independent lati- 
tude from the people he would get into a 
Acht at once. 

“It has been said that he wants the navy 
to go round and knock the chips off’ in 
order to show the world what a great people 
We are. 


Roosevelt Agent of Peace. 

“What has been the result of the increase

Never before in the history of the world 
has a president or a king made so much for 
righteousness and peace among the nations 
as Theodore Roosevelt. 

Now, we need a navy; we are a wealthy

PEONAGE PROVED: CONGRESS TO ACT. 


(Continued from first page.) 


Miss., indictments had been found on the sub- 
mission of evidence which proved peonage in 
its worst form. 

He admitted that there was shown the use 
of force, and of men held in slavery by arms 
and by cruel abuse, but he contended that in 
cases in the vicinity of Sunnyside there was 
only the necessary legal restraint to prevent 
men from running away after they had con- 
tracted to do a certain piece of work for a 
certain wage, and to work out certain ad- 
vances. 

The tables were turned on John Sharp 
Williams whem the witness read the report 
of a case in which the conditions were iden- 
tical with those of the case in Robinson ville. 
Mr. Williams admitted that this established a 
case of peonage in its most aggravated form. 

All the committee, however, were infected 
with laughter when it was discovered that 
the clever woman attorney had read ea case 
which concerned Sunnyside plantation alone 
and which was one of the series on which a 
Mississippi jury had just refused to consider 
an indictment. 


Woman Shows South's Error. 

Mr. Willlams with great frankness in- 
quired if the witness did not understand that 
the so-called debt statutes in the southern 
states, against which she and other reform- 
ers had raised such an outcry, were passed 
for the purpose of controlling an irresponsi- 
ble negro population which had no idea of 
fulfilling a contract unless compelled to do so. 

Mrs. Quackenbos in reply admitted at once 
the reason for these laws, but she went on to 
explain the great folly which the south was 
committing in attempting to apply such laws 
to white laborers who have come from for- 
eign countries. 

The witness, whose personal investigations 
of the peonage question has extended from 
the slums of the east side in New York tothe 
turpentine camps in Florida, went on to ex- 
plain the great distinction between the white 
and negro laborer. 

The white immigrants, she said, in every 
case were enabled sooner or later to appeal 
to their consuls. 

They were not citizens and they had. the 
right to demand protection of their home 
government. The result was that the con- 
sular and diplomatic representatives of the 
Italians, Hungarians, Greeks, Slavs, and 
Russian Jews even were bombarded with 
complaints at the conditions in the south. 

These complaints gradually reached the 
state department and from there were trans- 
mitted to the department of justice, where 
they furnished the basis for various prose- 
cutions for peonage. 


Why Labor Avoids South. 


When it was shown to the satisfaction of 
the foreign governments that the local laws 
of practically all the southern states made 
the violation of a labor contract a criminal! 
offense, and subjected the person found 


urally began to advise their citizens not to 
go to those states, but to seek rather the 
north, where imprisonment for debt, no mat- 
ter how contracted, was practically impos- 
sible. 

Furthermore, in response to Mr. Williams, 
the witness explained that the whole purpose 
of the peonage prosecutions is not to pre- 
vent European labor going to the south, but 
just the contrary. 

The department of justice, she said, was 
seeking simply to compe! employers to treat 
laborers fairly, to make honest contracts 
with them, and to give them a chance to earn 
their living. 

She declared that the people interested in 
New York were all desirous of turning away 
the floods of European immigrants from the 
tenements to the farm and plantation.

Investigation Is Agreed Upon. 

Tt was extraordinary what a change in sen- 
timent was produced by the hearing today. 
Judge de Armond and John Sharp Williams, 
the two democratic members of the rules 
committee, practicdlly agreed with the re- 
publicans that an investigation would be the 
best thing which could happen for the south, 
because it would show the world that the 
cases of peonage, horrible as they were, were 
isolated and did not represent the attitude of 
th great mass of the southern people. 

As a result of an informal conference of the 
committee, it was developed that there was a 
serious objection to turning over the inves- 
tigation to the immigration commission, 
which is a composite body made up of sena- 
tors and representatives, with some out- 
siders. 

It has been practically decided that the 
investigation will be conducted by the house 
itself, through a regular or special com- 
mittee. 


HOUSE OUT OF “TUNNEL ROW.” 


Appropriation for Postoffice Depart- 
ment Will Not Specify Sum for Han- 
dling Mail in Chicago. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[{Special.]~ 
The house committee on postoffices probably 
will accept the recommendation of Chairman 
Overstreet that a general appropriation shall 
be made from which the postmaster general 
may draw whatever funds are needed for the 
transportation of mails through Chicago, 
whether the service be done by way of the 
Chicago tunnel or by a system of screened 
wagons. 

The postoffice committee will not settle the 
controversy between the tunnel company and 
the department by making a definite allot- 
ment for tunnel service. 

The house committee recognizes the impor- 
tance of the tunnel service in Chicago in 
view of the fact that of the §00 tons of mail 
daily carried by it one-third of the total is 
for pcints beyond Chicago. 

The committee is not willing however, to 
cause disadvantage to the government's side 
of the controversy by appropriating a specific 
sum, which might be either accepted or re- 
fused by the tunnel company. The company 
is astking $400,000 per year for its service. 
At present it is receiving $172,500. 


NOTES OF THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Resojutions demanding the restoration to the army 
of the colored troops dismissed as the result of 
the Brownsville affair were adopted at a mass- 
meeting after addresses by Bishops H. H. Turner 
of Atlanta., W. D. Chappelle of Nashville, and 
other negro leaders. Fifteen states, having a 
large negro population were represented. 

Senator Culberson’s resolution directing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to inform the senate if any 
national banks outside of New York City com- 
plained between Oct. 1 and Nov. 15, 1907, of the 
refusal of national banks of New York to pay 
in cash, New York exchange or to respond to 
calls for reserve was adopted by the senate. 

A subcommittee of the house committee on labor 
gave a hearing on the bill introduced by Chair- 
man Gardner, Umiting to eight hours a day the 
time of dally service of laborers and mechanics 
employed upon work done for the United States. 

Bids were opened for the extension of the post- 
office and courthouse building at Columbus, 0. 
There were eleven bids, of which that of Charles 
W. Gindele company of Chicago, $336,650, was 
the lowest.

SHAW SEES PERIL 


IN REFERENDUM. 
A People Too Busy to 
Study Statecraft Correct- 
ly, He Deelares. 


CHOSEN FEW BEST GUIDES 


Present Day Rush Prevents Mass 
from Becoming Legisla- 
tive Powers. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 18.—[(Special.)]— 
Leslie M. Shaw in an address before the Bar 
association tonight declared himself against 
the project of legislation by direct vote of the 
people. The Americans of today, he said, are, 
too much wrapped up in their business affairs 
and too little versed in statecraft to admin- 
ister the affairs of the government wisely. 
Under these conditions, he added, the better 
course is to allow those few who make legis- 
lation their special study the power of guid- 
ing the nation. Mr. Shaw said, in part: 

Just now there is a manifest tendency to 
depart from the central thought of the con- 
stitutional fathers and to drift toward a pure 
democracy and I confess some apprehension 
as I view the trend of the times away there- 
from. It was not originally intended that the 
details of legislation should be attempted at 
the polls. On the contrary, it was supposed 
that the people would choose their represent- 
atives who should give their special time and 
attention to the study and practice of state- 
craft. 

Time of Reflection Passed. 

Under conditions as they existed when 
the government was organized, there was 
abundant time and opportunity and certainly 
there existed abundant incentive to the con- 
sideration of public questions. We of the 
present age are too busy for statecraft. We 
are u reading people but we read light fiction 
and news. We are a thinking people, but we 
think almost exclusively along commercial 
lines. We are not meditative. A century 
ago the pamphleteer flooded the country with 
discussion. 

“A half century ago the press was filled 
with ably written editorials covering every 
phase of public questions. Today the pam- 
phiet is no more, and the press has become 
a conveyor of news. As a people we are too 
busy to read pamphlets if they were written, 
or editorials if they were printed. 

It seems strange that a time when we are 
intensely occupied in our own affairs with 
little time and less disposition to study the 
details of legislation, the press and the stump 
shoul4. resound with the demand that every 
question shall be referred to a direct vote of 
the people.“ 


Tells of People’s Mistakes. 

“Mr. Shaw said he was addressing men who 
belonged to a profession more likely to be 
well informed on public questions than any 
other, yet he felt perfectly free to offer to 
divide $1,000 equally among any five gen- 
tleman present who could name the nine 
members of the president's cabinet. He told 
of answering a letter of a public official of a 
large state who wrote to him recently as 
Secretary of the Agricultural Department, 
Washington, D. C., and of a letter he re- 
ceived while secretary of the treasury from 
an “‘ evidently intelligent gentleman, ad- 
dressed to Daniel Manning, secretary of 
the treasury.” 

He cited these instances, he said, as illus- 
trations that the American people do not 
meditate.”’

New Immigration Law. 


‘ATR SPACE’ TO BE CUT DOWN 
Change Means Big Saving in Trouble, 
Cash, and Earnings. = 


Washi D. C., Feb. 18.—[Specialg— |

By proposing to relieve them of the 


vigion of the new immigration law, which 
provides an unusually large amount of berth 
space for third class passengers, congress 
bids fair to extend to the transatlantic steam- 
ship companies some aid and comfort. 

In this respect the companies are faring 
ditrorently from the other common carriers 
who were dealt with by the Fifty-ninth con- 


gress. 
Rail Laws Tighten. 

The railroads have the nine hour telegra- 
pher employment schedule staring them in 
the face, as well as the statute which de- 
mands that they shall cease to own coal 
mines, quarries, and other properties which 
yield products for sale by themselves. 

The steamship companies, faced by the 
necessity of rebuilding many of their ships in 
order to com with the immigration law, 
which goes into effect on Jan. 1, 1909, are 
apparently going to obtain a small measure 
of relief. : 

A bill by Senator Lodge, which was re- 
ported today from the senate committee on 
immigration, puts the regulations in regard 
to the immigrant accommodations recently 
adopted by Great Britain into our law, and 
practically does away with the necessity of 
going to great trouble and heavy expense 
which was facing the companies on the At- 
lantic, as well as the loss resulting from the 
greatly reduced carrying capacity. 

“Air Space” to Be Changed. 

The new immigration law, as it stands, at 
present provides that after Jan. 1. in the low- 
est deck there must be twenty superficial feet 
of alr per adult. In the upper decks they 
must be given eighteen superficial feet of air 
per adult. 

The Lodge bill gives adults on the lower 
deck a superficial air space of eighteen feet, 
and on the upper passenger decks fifteen 
feet. 

It is stipulated that vessels shall not carry 
passengers on more than one deck below the 
water line, and that the height of the deck 
space shall be at least six feet.

Revisionists, Rebuffed by Can- 


non, Rally to Secretary. 
BRUNDAGE IS ENCOURAGED. 


Receives Many Letters Indorsing 
Ohioan for President. 


“Taft sentiment in Chicago and the rest 
of the state is growing at an astonishing 
rate, said Corporation Counsel Ddward J. 
Brundage yesterdey, as he shoved over: a 
huge pile of opened letters on hie desk. He 
eald if Taft were not nominated the people 
would vote for Bryan. : 

These letters were from all parts of the 
state and all were boosts for the portly séc- 
retary of war for the highest gift at the com- 
mand of the American people. 

It also became known during the day that 
the 200 organizations, Composed of hundreds 
of thousands of voters, in the American 
Reciprocal Tariff league probably would sup: 
port Taft, although some members favor 
Hughes. 

Both Taft and Hughes favor the tariff re- 
vision plans of the league. When the league 
sent a committee to Washington two weeks 
ago to talk in favor of a scientific tariff re- 
vision commission that would take the tariff 
but of politics it ran against a stone wall in 


the person of Congressman Cannon. Con- 


sequently, the manufacturers and the stock 
raisers, the packers, the farmers, and the 
business men who want to have the 
tariff revised are not particularly friendly to 
Uncle Joe.” a 

These letters indicate pretty well the sen- 
timent that exists throughout the state on 
presidential candidates,“ said Mr. Brundage. 
“The fact is that, while Mr. Roosevelt may 
have made some errors, he has the confi- 
dence of the American people, and so has 
Taft, If Taft isn’t nominated the people will 
vote for Bryan.” 


Hits “Favorite Son” Idea. 

One of these letters, from FE. D. Redington, 
a veteran of the civil war, livingin Bvanston, 
said: 

There ts a lot of sentimental nonsense as to the 
whole favorite son idea. The nation is still larger 
than the state, as it was when some of us helped 
to prove, by force, more than forty years ago, and 
the notion of bringing forward some favorite son 
for the presidential nomination, when there is no 
chance of landing him, seems the height of ab- 
surdity. .

NEWLAW TO BE PROPOSED 


One Commission to Replace Pres- 
ent Double Heade@ System 
of Authority. 


The rough outline of a plan for a board of 
control for all state institutions plan 
which probably will be presented to the legis- 
lature in the form of a bill when it recon- 
venes in May—was presented to the legis- 


lative asylum investigating committee yes 


terday. ; 

This plan, which was outlined by Chairman 
David Shanahan, of the house committee on 
appropriatiéns, who was a witness before the 
investigating body, contemplates the elim- 
ination of the state board of charities and the 
board of seventeen trustees which now direct 
the affaires of the state's asylums and charit- 
able institutions. 

Mr. Shanahan said that the plan had been 
studied not only by himself, but by many 
other members of the legislature who for 
years had desired that it be put into execu- 
tion. The only reason it had not been made 
a law, he said, was the fact that it looked 
like an effort to shear the governor of his 
patronage power and that it never had been 
presented as a bill for that reason. 


Board to Give Whole Time to Work. : 


The proposed board of control would be 
made up of well paid officials representing as 
many different professions ag possible and 
as planned would be required to devote all 
their time the work of caring for the 
state's institdtions. The board would include 
one expert architect, one trained physician, a 
high class business man, and a high class 
N who had studied the question of char - 

16s. 

Mr. Shanahan was questioned closely as to 
the proposed board and the advisability of 
centralizing power over the various asylums 
and homes. Previous remarks of members 
of the committee and their manner of ques- 
tion.ng the witness indicate that such a board 
probably will be recommended in their report 
to the legislature as a solution of the asylum 
problem. 

Representative Shanahan was on the wit- 
ness stand the entire day, during which time 
he went into details of the manner in which 
appropriations are made. He vehemently 
denied the charge that the legislature was 
responsible for the present condition of the 
asylums, declaring that Gov. Deneen had un- 
derstoed and acquiesced in all cuts that were 
made from appropriations and that the gov- 
ernor had advised the “ pruning ’’ method in 
preference to increasing the tax rate. 


Denies That Deneen Acquiesced. 


That the governor had played such a part 
in the cutting of appropriations for charities 
was denied, however, by a close friend of 
Gov. Deneen who was told of the statement. 

Gov. Deneen told me at Springfield that 
Mr. Shanahan and Mr. Gardner kept asking 
him whether he would approve or veto this 
and that item,“ said he He replied that 
he could not pase judgment on specific items 
separately, but would be glad to confer on 
the entire billa and try to reach an agree- 
ment that would avoid vetoes. He said he 
desired to reapportion the large amount, 
$325,000, as I recall it, for new cottages and 
their maintenance at the new asylum at Bar- 
tonville among old institutions that stood 
sorely tn need of physical rehabilitation, and 
that Shanahan and Gardner never called 
him into a conference to pass upon the entire 
bilis. The bille therefore were passed with- 
out such conference with him. The Barton- 
ville veto followed, chiefly because it called 
for a larger expenditure on a plan that the 
board of charities said was impracticable."’ 

Poor Impression by Dr. Hardt. 

One of the significant features of the after- 
noon’s hearing was the manner in which Mr. 
Shanahan described the {mpression made by 
Dr. H. G. Hardt, superintendent at the Lin- 
ecoln Asylum for Feeble Minded Children, 
when he visited the appropriation committee. 

“TI think that in the fifteen years I have 
been connected with the appropriations com- 
mittee no superintendents made such poor 
impressions as did Drs. Hardt and Taylor, 
one the former and the other the present 
superintendent at Lincoln.“ said Mr. Shana- 
han. Neither of the mez: had any executive 
ability. They did not appear to be business 
men and they certainly could not be com- 
pared with some of the other superintendents 
whom I might mention.” 

Did you take into consideration the fact 
that he bad been there but a4 short time?” 
asked Representative McGoorty. 

“I did,” replied Mr. Shanahan. “ What 
truck me most forcibly was the fact that 
the new man, Dr. Hardt, was no better than 
the man who had been removed. I had 
spoken, two years previous to this, about the 
singular lack of ability of Dr. Taylor and 1 
again remarked that Dr, Hardt was just as 

It Nad been rumored from time to time that 
the committee report would include a rec- 
ommendation that Dr.. Hardt be removed 
from hid position as superintendent of the 
asylum at Lincoln. Testimony of the after- 
noon, together with the attitude of the mem- 
bers of the committee, appeared to verify 
these rumors. 


Ideas of Reorganization. 


Mr. Shanahan gave the committee hig ideas 
as to the changes which should be made in 
controlling state institutions after he had 
told of the troubles of the legislature in se- 
lecting sites because of the lobbyists, who al- 
ways insisted upon the selection of their own 
favorite spots. 

There always is a great deal of lobbying 
in the location of new institutions, he said, 
“as has been shown by previous sessions of 
the legislature. When the legislature has 
intended to locate one normal school it has 
been necessary to locate two or three and 
make up a pool to carry it through. It is the 
same way in regard to locating these various 
state institutions. 

“My own idea has always deen that it 
would be much better, if it could be worked 
out now, to looate all these inatitutions in one 
place; to have a great tract of land owned by 
the state and have gall these institutions 
located there. That all these institutions

He is seized upon at once 
that the employés shall come from that im- 
mediate locality, and if he refuses he is hurt 
in a social way, in a political way, and in a 
business way, and ap a result he ig absolutely 
compelled to stand up and work for the in- 
terest of his home locality.

„Mr. Shanahan, do you know of any state 
charitaWje institution which advertises for 
bids for supplies? asked Mr. McGoorty. 

Tes, I think a number of them do, and I 
think all of them do in many instances,” he 
said. I don't know that they do in every in- 
stance. I have never gone into that. 

“ I know that since I have been chairman of 
the appropriations committee I have been be- 
sieged by business houses of all kinds to 
write letters of recommendation to trustees 
and to superintendents for people who desire 
to furnish supplies.” 


Horan Finds Elgin Well Protected. 

Speaking of the statement of Dr. Billings 
in reference to insufficient fire protection at 
the Elgin asylum, Mr. Shagahan told of a 
visit of inspection there in company with 
Fire Marshal Horan. He said that the re- 
sult of their inspection of the premises was 
that they considered the institution well 
protected from fire, a 

He next spoke of the differences of opinion 
arising between the state board of charities 
and the superintendents of some of the in- 
stitutiong regarding appropriations, and said 
that he informed Gov. Deneen of the talks 
of the superintendents and trustees, and the 
governor said: 

“Well, you know I have that myself to 
contend with. I have the state beard of 
charities and I have the boards of trustees, 
and I have got to live with these men longer 
than you have. So the best thing we can do 
is to give them as much as we can, and they 
have got to be contented with it.” 


Governor’s Patronage d. 
Just before leaving the witness stand Mr. 
Shanahan said that he wished to explain 
why ne bill had been passed by the legis- 
lature creating the board of control for all 
state institutions, such as now is planned. 
„These trusteeshipe and other positions 
have been looked upon as being part of the 
governor's patronage, and no member of the 
legislature felt justified in making a stand 
for something that appeared to be in opposi!- 
tion to the governor's wishes. I have made 
the suggestion to every governor sines Alt- 
geld’s time.“ 


“ You think thet such a beard would result 


in a great saving to the state in the purchase 
of supplies? asked Mr. Manny. :

Other Philadelphians and New York banks 
also are said to have suffered from Cox's 
rmoenipulations. ~ 

While Cox was a protégé of Singerly he 
was given charge of a textile mill, established 
and operated at Mr. Singerly’s expense. He 
bought a palatial home and he hada kennel 
of dogs befitting a prince. All this ended, 
however, when Singerly, during a visit to the 
mills, found a handsomely equipped barber 
shop, built and furnished for Cox’s individ- 
ual use. Mr. Singerly ordered it dismantled. 

When the tide began to turn on Singerly 
Cox was the first man to give him the knife 
by confessing judgment to favorite New 
York creditors and leaving the money Sin- 
gerly had sunk in the milis to take care of 
itself.

THE ELEVATED ROADS. 

It is said that the committee on local 
transportation will ask the council to pass 
a mandatory ordinance providing for 
through routes on the elevated roads. 
Such an ordinance would show that the 
council was in favor of a, measure which 
if put in force would reduce congestion 


the companies. 
hardly can be of the opinion that the city 
has the power to compel the Alley I.,“ 
for instance, to run its trains over the 
tracks of the Northwestern Elevated or 
to compel the latter to allow its tracks to 
be used by another road. 

The city in granting a franchise to the 
Alley L.“ reserved to itself the right to 
regulate the speed of trains and the heat- 
ing of cars and to impose such regula- 
tions as the council may deem ne¢essary 
for the protection and safety of the public. 
It would be stretching this last reserva- 
tion considerably to assume that it carried 
with it the right to grant to other ele- 
vated roads authority to run their cars 
over the tracks of the South Side road. 

It is to moral rather than legal com- 
pulsion that the public must look for the 
relief from disagreeable conditions which 
through routing would give at once. 
When the men who control the elevated 
roads find they cannot have their own way 
in this matter they will be forced, out of 
selfish regard to their own interests, to 
resort to through routing. 

At present the presidents of the ele- 
vated roads are describing elaborately the 
difficulties in the way of through routing. 
Nobody can deny that there are difficul- 
ties. The roads differ in mileage, in num- 
ber of ears, and in earning power. There 
would be inevitable confusion among pas- 
sengers when trains were first run 
through. But after the presidents get 
tired of talking about difficulties they will 
begin to look for the best methods of ob- 
viating them and they will be able to 
find those methods. 

For complete relief the public must 
have a subway system, but there will not 
be one available this year or next. Par- 
tial relief can be had immediately by 
through routing. If the council and the 
public will harp on that, and refuse to 
listen to any other project, the elevated 
roads, whose business is suffering because 
of the bad service they give owing to loop 
conditions, will have to come to terms, 


CULTIVATING LATIN AMERICA, 

A special committee has been selected 
to study ways and means for bringing 
about closer relations between the United 
States and the Latin American republics. 
‘This group of workers includes senators, 
representatives, a college man, a philan- 
thropist, a newspaper writer, a retired 
army officer, and an official of the depart- 
ment of state. The committee was chosen 
at a conference of the governing board 
of the bureau of American republics with 
a humber of other people who have had a 
lively interest in the establishing of cor- 
dial friendship among all the nations of 
the western hemisphere. 

The bureau itself was the outcome of 
an international gathering which was held 
in April, 18900. Its object is the dissem- 
ination of information about the repub- 
lies represented by it. The industrial and 
commercial elemeuts have been particu- 
larly emphasized with the end in view of 
more active trade relationships. After 
twelve years the bureau was reorganized, 
its work being put upon a firmer basis. 
It hae issued numerous bulletins and has 
been collecting materials for a Latin 
American library. It has been the rally- 
ing point for the increasing interest in 
the Central and South American states. 

The present is a good time to stimulate 
this sentiment. The fleet of the United 
States has been cordially received where 
it has entered the ports of the southern 
continent. Nothing but the friendliest 
feeling has been shown the officers and 
men and the country they represent. A 
short time before the fleet started the 
secretary of state was accorded enthusi- 
astic receptions in a number of capitals. 
The attitude of the Cubans to the United 
States is well known. The echoes have 
hardly died away of a Central American 
conference at Washington from which the 
strengthening of the republics in that part 
of the world is confidently expected. If 
the situation is viewed from the diplo-

KENTUCKY'S MANY WOES. 
Col. Henry Watterson's commonwealth 
is in a sea of trouble. The legislature 
cannot agree upon a successor to Senator 
McCreary. . Col. Jack Chinn is having 
war with the tobacco growers. Too many 
acres, he says, are in cultivation. He 
wishes the yield to be abolished for a year 
or so. Then the price of the weed would 
be better for the planter. . 

There is the spring freshet. Kentucky's 
streams are swollen and the crop of blue 
grass is menaced. Another feud has 
broken out in Breathitt county. Whether 
Mr. Taft or Gov. Hughes shall get the 
delegation to the national convention is a 
disturbing question, as it has been for 
weeks. And now comes Representative 
“Sid” Johnson of Breathitt with a bill 
seeking to abolish the state legislature. 

Weeks of useless talk, he says, have 
been indulged in by members of both 
branches. As a matter of fact, the gov- 
ernor has signed- but one bill since the 
present legislature has been in session. 


All that has been accomplished, accord- 
ing to Mr. Johnson, stands to the shame 


of the commonwealth rather than to its 
credit. Ballot after ballot for senator 
has resulted in no choice. Argument, he 
declares, falls on unlistening ears. Mem- 
bers of the legislature receive $5 a day. 
He thinks that an exorbitant salary. If 
he were employing ‘the members he 
wouldn't pay a single one $1.25 a week. 
Moreover, Mr. Johnson alleges, there 
already exist too many laws on Ken- 
tucky’s statute books. ‘There are enough 
to last for the next half century. To 
make other enactments would only con- 


fuse citizens, add to the tax roll and annoy 


those who are trying to behave them- 
selves. Mr. Johnson is of the opinion that 
if there were fewer attorneys, fewer 
judges and fewer courthouses Kentucky 
would stand in higher favor with the bal- 
ance of the civilized world. 

Simultaneously with Mr. Johnson's 
extraordinary recommendation comes the 
announcement that Representative Gwath- 
mey, from the city of Louisyille, is weary 
of his Frankfort experience and is to re- 
sign. He says he has lost his health be- 
cause of listening to long winded speeches. 
These he cannot avoid, for every Ken- 
tuckian is a born o’tor. He can secure 
rest and regain his composure only by re- 
turning to his home. Mr. Gwathmey’s 
resignation, if he should send it in, will be 
the first of its kind In the history of the 
state.

Whilst on this subject, it may be as well to 
explain the terms of “ attorney general 
and “solicitor general,” that is to say, on 
yonder side of the Atlantic. 

Nowadays these two offices fulfill the duties 
of principal law officers of the crown, and of 
chief legal advisers of the government, the 
solicitor general being to all intents and 
purposes the assistant and deputy of the 
attorney general. 

But in olden days, when the systems of law 
and equity were administered independ- 
ently of each other, the attorney general had 
charge of the common law cases for the 
crown and government, and the solicitor 
general those known as chancery cases. 

The proctor general, a title now almost 
forgotten in this connection, fulfilled similar 
duties in the Probate, Divorce, and Ad- 
miralty courts. 

The attorney general and solicitor general 
are always members of the bar; and, where- 
as, the office of attorney genera! is first heard 
of in the reign of Edward I., that of solicitor 
general came into existence nearly two cen- 
turies later, in the time of King Edward IV. 

The attorney general and solicitor general 
are among the highest pald officers of the 
government. Thus, the attorney general for 
Great Britain, now Sir Wiliam Robson, re- 
celves a fixed salary of $85,000 a year, and 
fees amounting to $20,000 more per annum, 
in addition to which he is allowed to take 
Private cases. 

The solicitor general for England receives 
$30,000 a year, and fees amounting to $20,000 
more. The attorney general for Ireland re- 
ceives $25,000 a year without fees, but with 
liberty to practice on his own account, white 
the solicitor general of Ireland has to be con- 
tent with $10,000 a year.

I may add that the law officer of Ireland 
whose title has so frequently been mentioned 
of late in connection with Lord Curzon’s 
election to the house of lords at Westminster 
as a representative peer of Ireland, is in- 
debted for his queer designation of the 
clerk of the crown and hanaper to the 
fact that the write of the crown and of the 
Court of Chancery Were originally kept in a 
certain department in the chancery office in 
a basket or hamper, known in Latin as a 
„% hhanaperium.”’ 

Gradually this word hanaperium " came 
to be applied to the bureau in which the has- 
ket, or baskets, were preserved, and that 
is how the clerk of the Court of Chancery in 
Ireland became known As the “ clerk of the 
crown and hanaper.’’ 

The hanaper office survives only in Ireland. 
In England it was swept away by one of the 
reorganizations of the judicature, as far back 
as in 1842.

Mrs. Frost, who bought the books, testified 
that she refused to pay for them because 
they were immoral. The jury decided other- 
wise on the theory that the volumes were 
historic narratives. 

In October, 1900, Mrs. Frost, who ts of 
French descent, entered info a contract with 
Barrie & Son for the purchase of the first 
series of the books. : 

Later she wrote asking that each book be 
inscribed with the monogram of her husband 
and this was taken by the dealer to be a con- 
tract for the second series, Both were sent 
and when Mr. Frost refused to pay $240 he 
was sued. 

Four suits were begun before Justice Mar- 
tin against Mr. Frost and his wife. Judgment 
was given against the defendants, but on ap- 
peal in three of the sults they won. 

When the receivera were appointed for the 

electric railr several weeks ago it ts said 
Mr. Frost ust $30 in his pockets and 
didn’t know where he could raise another 
dollar. The monogrammed memoirs, of 
course, do not figure ae a part of the assets 
of the road.

NEGLIGENCE CAUSE OF INJURY BY X-RAYS. 

Chicago, Feb. 17.—-[ Editor of The Tribune. } 
—I notice in this morning’s issue of your 
paper a telegram of your Birmingham, Eng- 
land, correspondent, which, in view of the 
fact that similar statements were lately 
printed in newspapers, leads me to request 
you to publish a statement which is borne 
out of an extensive experience with Roent- 
gen work. 

I will admit that it is true that alt the pio- 
neers in this branch of the medical art have 
suffered more or less from the influence of 
the Roentgen rays (there are, so far as I 
know, about nine deaths attributed to this 
cause, four in this country), but thie unfor 
tunate occurrence must be attributed to the 
utter ignorance of the cause and effects of 
Roentgen rays as it prevailed up to 1900. 

About this time the different detriments 
brought on by the rays upon the bodies of 
the operators were first recognized and ways 
and means devised to prevent such occur- 
rences in the future. 

One of the earliest devices was to protect 
the body with rubber clothing lined with 
lead sheet. Then a mass was manufac- 
tured consisting of rubber and a lead salt, 
which is extremely pliable, and out of which 
gauntlets, aprons, etc., can easily be manu- 
tactured. 

But all these devices are more or less clum- 
sy, not to speak of the heat which they pro- 
duce, especially in the summer time, and at

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Another autoblographic volume from the 
assiduous pen of the venerable soldier, Gen. 
O. O. Howard. Mx LIFE AND EXPERI- 
ENCES AMONG OUR HOSTILE IN- 
DIANS "” (A. D. Worthington & Co.). It is 
a profusely illustrated volume of 470 pages. 
The author, now 77 years of age, who has 
long been on the retired list as major gen- 
eral, has within a few days been specially 
honored by congress by being advanced to 


the highest military grade in this country, 


that of lieutenant general. 

Most readere will be surprised to learn how 
extensive Gen. Howard's experiences haxe 
been in dealing with our Indians in almost 
every part of the country. Although so em- 
nently an ‘‘ Indian fichter,“ he has been quite 
as distinctively an Indian peacemaker. 

Grant, coming to the presidency, appointed 
Howard as peace commissioner” to deal 
with the Apaches and other tnsubordinate 
hostilee im New Mexico and Arizona. After 
this for some twenty years Howard was in 
command of various military departments 
east and west, and was almost continuously 
having occasion in one way or another to 
deal at first hand with the several Indian 
tribes. Nobody in our history has on the 
whole had more to do with our Indian fellow 


Americans than Gen. Howard. No one has 


understood them more fairly or more fully. 
While he calls his book “ My Experiences 
With Our Hostile Indians,” he bears this 
notable testimony: “I have never known a 
virtue which I have not seen exemplified 
among Indians. 

He was ordered first of all to go to the 
Apaches of the far southwest. Nobody in 
the world has a keener sense for justice than 
the American Indian, and these Apaches had 
had only too much reason for the ferocity of 
their hostility. Howard's was a diplomatic 
mission of pecullar difficulty. How it suc- 
ceeded for a time makes one of the thrilling 
stories of the book. After this, in connec- 
tion with Howard's military commands in 
various departments of the west and north- 
west, he was brought into closest relations 
with nearly all the more important tribes in 
the country. His pursuit of the Nez Perces, 
under Chief Joseph, a chase of nearly a 
thousand miles through some of the wildest 
and roughest parts of the country, as here 
related, makes a thrilling story. 

Of course, the permanent interest in a book 
like this is not so much that it presents the 
“experiences” of the writer himself as» in 
the innumerable vivid sidelights which it 
throws on the condition and characteristics, 
the life and custome of all sorts, of the 
aboriginal ownere and tants of the 
continent. Viewed in light, the fas- 
cinating narrative is in the highest degree 
instructive.

Neglect of the Neck Near Hair. 


Often when lack of care and grooming can- 
not be found elsewhere it can be seen at the 
back of the neck about the edges of the hair.

If they are going out they don't like 
to get the hair wet, or even damp, for fear 
of catching cold, and the skin will become 
gtimy looking.

To Beautify White Hair. 


White hair, unless given the most careful 
and thorough treatment, will become yellow 
and streaked. 

Hair tonics containing glycerin are likely 
to discolor white hair. Eggs make an ex- 
cellent shampoo for white hair, and a little 
ordinary bluing should be added to the last 
rinsing water. An excellent soap shampoo 
is made as follows: Take one ordinary 10 
cent bar of Castile soap, dissolve in one quart 
of water, and boil down to a pint. When 
cool add one pint of bay rum, one tablespoon- 
ful of borax, and thirty grains of bisulphate 
of quinine. This ie not only cleansing but 
the quinine and borax make it an excellent 
tonic. 


Bathing Baby. . 
A never should be used in bathing 
a child. It is impossible to keep a sponge 


clean, even with frequent boilings. It ruins 
a sponge to boil it. A soft piece of cheese- 
cloth should be used. Have any number of 
these and bot] them after each time they-are 
used. They need only be boiled for a few 
seconds to rid them of any dirt and germs. 
If there is no bath thermometer to test the 
temperature of the child's bath the tip of the 
elbow should be used in place of the hand. If 
the water feels just lukewarm to the elbow 
it is the correct temperature for the baby’s 
daily bath.
